wholo inoflicient ; thnt tho Sccretarint waa in: 
a state‘of disorder; that che Govornmeant 


| had gravely neglected ite duty in the mattor 


of sanitation and wator-aupply ; that there. © 
commondations of Mr Chadwick, C.M.G., 


_| who had heen called ta the colony in 1882 
“| to roport on these niatters,"had only boon 


carried out in part ; that although’ an out. 
broak of plaguo had ocourred in 1894 it way 
only rovently that serious ateps had beon”™! 
taken ta fuco the problém of plague pre- 
vention, and that thie new activity had 
found its oxpression in the Public’ Health 
and Buildings Ordinance, introduced in- 
1902, 

On each of theso points (except tho ovi 
condition of the Secretariat, which I may 
note, wea the subject of the mort detailed 
and exact criticism contained i inamy articloy 
Sir Honry Blako meots mo with a flat 
contradiction, 

Tu regard to tho Civil Service of the 
colony Sir Honry Blake saya that my con- 
clusion, may bo accounted for by the fact 
that I had unplessant personal telations 
with the local officialy, and that in 19 yoara 
of colonial oxperience he @ fine not seen a 
better Sorvice. 


On tho subject of my “personal relations , 


with tho officials Sir Heary- Blake is %, 


entirely mistaken, With tho exception of 
one porson iny rolationy with ths members 
of tho Service we » of tho most cordial \ 
description, and thoy huve nut beon i in-the 
lenat degreo les agreenblo on my roturn to” 
tho colony since the publication of my 
article and of Bir Hoory Blako’s lottor, 
That Sir Henry Blake hus not seen a 
botter, sorvice than that of Hongkong 
accounta iin very simplo manner for his 
high opinion of it; and the fact. may havo 


-some bearing’ upon the condition: of the- 


service as I found it. in 1902, In support 
of “his opinion Sir Honry Blake makes s 


Strong appeal to the authority of “his 


experience, and I may therefore point out:

DRAINAGE SYSTEM. 


Seathing Criticisms. 


At a meeting of the Sanitary Board 
yeaterday Mr A, Rumjshn, in moving for 
thesppolotment of a Select Committes to 
enquire into the Drainage laws of the 
Colony, asid :— : 

During the past few years there have 

been introduced into this Oolony at least 
soven different systems of house drainage, 
all of which have been certified by the 
Sani‘ary Surveyor as being in conformity 
with the Drainage Bye-Laws. For the 
purpose of my motion I propose to deat 
with only two of these systems, because to 
go into the details of all the aystems it 
wou'd take hours, In a block of eight ter- 
race houses in Caino Ruad built last year, 
although cach backyard had been provided 
with two trapped inlots to an underground 
drain, sn open channel runs over the 
eavored drain through the wholo block of 
buildings and carries alung with it foul 
waters from house to house, causing & 
nuisance, and endangering the health of the 
occupioraof these houses, The Sanitary Sur- 
voyor, Mr Bryan, in his report, of the 22nd 
February last, states that the aurfaco chan- 
nol is intended to take the rain water from 
one half of the roof of the houses. That 
statement is incorrect and should not have 
boon made by so responsible an officor as 
the Sanitary Surveyor, because on inspec- 
tion of the premiges it was found that tho 
sain water from the roofs is emptied into 
one of tho trapped inlets and not recaived 
by the channal. 

Tho Presidont—He corrected that, he 
meant the storm-water. 

Mr Rumjabn.—The Acting Sanitary 
Surveyor in his report justifies the ox- 
istonce of this channel and atates that 
Section 43 of the Drainage Byelawa of 
Ordinance f of 1903 together with Section 
193 of that Ordinance cives author: 
ity by which slops and foul waters are al- 
lowed to flow from heuss to house, by 
means of an open channel, under certain 
conditions. Now let us ave what the pro- 
visions of Section 43 aro;° Tt states that 
wher evor the Buard thinks that it is un- 
desirable to havea covered drain, a surface 
channel may be provided in lieu of a cover- 
ed drain, But the Acting Sanitary Surve- 
yor bas forgotten thot in this block there is 
already a covered drain below the su face 
channel, therefure it ia iNegal to have the 
urface channel, inasmuch as the Section 
referred to docs not authorise the convey- 
ance of foul watera from house to house, 
hither doos Section 193 of the Ordinance 
allow it. On the contrary, Section 33 of tl o 
Deainage Bye-laws imporatively demands 
that backyards on which slop are thrown, 
or from whieh foul water flows, must b« 
provided with trapped inlets to all unders 
ground draina for the disposal of such 
waters, as well as some of the rain wator, 
Trepeat thai if it is undesirable to have a 
covered drain thon in that casa only a sur- 
face chanuol-can be maintained in licu of 
such covered drain. Tt is just the reverse 
in this case. It is highly undesirable to 
have the surface channel because shou'd 
any of the houses in the block be found +o 
be infected the surface channel would be 
the moans of disseminating the fAyrinds of 
germs of diseases, whoreas the covered 
drain would be « ssfeguard against the ad- 
joining houses being infected, ag the wash. 
ings from the infected hotises are carried 
away through the undorground’ channel. 
Dr’ Pearse in his report of the 29th 
February last sta’ea: — ‘I quite admit that 
& nuisance may arise out of this system, 
and thet under certain conditions it might 
even be dangerous to health. It is un- 
doubtedly a nuisance to have the filth of 
ong yard swept into the-next one,’ Sida 
by side with thie block of buildings there 
is another block, composed of five new 
houses, opposite Sir Paul Chater’a house. 
The draing are now being laid. In overy, 
respect the two blocks arc similar 8 re- 
xatds back yards, bsck Janes, and side 
lanes, with the exception of this open chhn- 
nel.

SIR ROBERT HART'S JUBILEE. | 


In May 1854 the present Inspector- 
General of Custums was appornted supernus 
Merary interpreter in the Superintendency 
of Trade, Hongkong. Sir Robert Hart can, 
therefore, now look back upon halfa ¢sn- 
tury of almost uninterrupted service in the 
Far East, So brief and far “between have 
been his holidays.at hume, that he has come 
to regard moet things through Chineso apee- 
tacles, and there have been times in the 
past when his felluw-countrymen have been 


inclined to feel aggrieved by his persistent 
championship of the country of his adop- 
tion. His services to China are 
almost too wal known to need 
recapitulation. ‘Lhere is ot, ad 
has not buen fora lung time past, » more 
prominent figure in Far Eastern life than 
that of ‘the I. us.’ When Mr Hurt, as ho 
then was, tock over in 1863, tho daties of 
Inspector-Géneral of Customa: irom Mr 
H. N.Lny, he found himseif at the bead 
of an organisstion wh.ch collected rither 
more than eight millions of tavis at fouloen 
treaty ports, und his staff numbered about 
20u, To-day the Customa Revenue averages 
we)! over thirty milliun tacls, collected nt 
thirty-cight treaty ports and the service 
employs more than 6,(00 meu of nearly 
every nationality in the West. The bu.ld- 
ing up of this vast organisation, tha one 
sure aod stable source of Imperial revenue, 
would - make o fascinating’ story if Sir 


_Robortcould be prevailed upon to tell it, 


It is not merely the power abd capacity 
for organisation which is remarkable in Sir 
Robert Hart. Quite’ as noteworthy are the 
rare tact, which-has.won for him the com- 
plete confidence of the Peking Govern- 
ment, and the courage and. independence 
which he has always shown in his relations 
with the representatives of about a dozen 
jealous Western Powers. -His scruples in 
this direction have zometimes léd him inte 
seoming injustice to.those British interests 
which atill predominate in the East. In 
the sixties and seventies of the last century 
before he was yet » baraifet, or a knight 
even, it required a!l the iron‘determination 
of tha man to withstand the many adverse 
influencea which were brought to bear upon 
hins. His attitude is summad up in the re- 
mark wliich he made. when alter accopting 
Lord -Granville’s tempting offer of the post 
of British Ministér Plenipotentiary, ho felt 
obliged to resigh it. ‘My obief aim in 
life,’ he said at that time. ‘is to do- good 
for Chins ;* and’ he decided rather to ro- 
tain.tho post for which he is so eminently 
quylified, than to occupy tha ‘highest office 
in’ China which the British crown could bo-

COTTON GROWING IN THE 
NEW TERRITORY. 


The following letter was read ata Com. 
mitteo meeting of the Hongkong General 
Chamber of Commerce on the 22th April:— 


Botanical and Afforestation 
Department, 
Hongkong, March 25. 


Sir,—I am inst ucted to draw your at 
tention ta the subject of Cotton Cultiva’ 
tion in the New Territory, I have thore- 
fore cullected the following short summary 
from all the information which I have be- 
fore me upon the agricultu-al aspect. 


The most im;,ortant question bearing | . 


upon the possibility of successful cotton 
cultivation in Kwangtung is the question 
of climate. The seasons of the diatrict aro 
so peculiar that it would mot be safe to as~ 
sume (that any plant would be successful 
until it has been tried, ° 

The experiment in the case of Cotton 
seems to be Worth making, fur in the cut-- 
ton-growing districts both in Central Obina 
and in Northern India the conditions ap- 
proach those’ of Kwangtung, .Oue of the 
post cotton-ytowing districts in the United 
Provinces (North West Provinces) of India 
bes a olimate very similar to that of Hong- 
ong. 7 

The Cotten crop would only bo in the 
eround from the first rains in April and 
May until the autumn, and would therefore 
be independent.of the North-East Mon- 
soon. There is_avumo doubt whether the 
dry winds of late autumn would check the 
ripening of the capsules, but it ia probable 
that the more rapid growth of the cro 
during our hot summer would ensure their 
pesteetiv in time. Even if thia were 
ound not to be the case, irrigation might 
be economical if the crop proved-a valuablo 
one.
